THE SIFTON MURDER. 

Medical Witness Said Victim's Skull 
Was Fractured. 

London, Aug. 14. — In the Sifton mur- 
der inquiry this momiui,'. Dr. Hadley 
Williams, wlio with Dr. Eccles and Dr. 
Wtiugh conducted the post-mortem ex- 
amination, testified to finding the skull 
of deceased to have been badly frae- 
tnreil. There was what appeared to 
be a rai;^'ed wound on the side of the 
head and another, an inch in lenptli, 
nearer the medial lino. The injuries 
would in the majority of cases cause 
death. In his opinion the injuries 
might be due to either a blow or a fall. 
On enws-examin.ition witness said that 
owing to ndvanewl decomposition ho 
could not tell the cause of death.

Witness did 
not know her daughter was engaged to 
marry Morden, nor th.tt she had been 
left the Sifton property, until a few- 
days ago. The cross-examination was 
not concluded.

connection with his locations. It is 
claimed that Algiers wanted a large 
sum to give up the locations.

The perjury is allegod to have been 
committed by the i^isojicr xx\ bis sworn 
statement to Crold Qommissioucr John 
Kirkup in relation to his location' the 
Velvet Fraction, which covers the 
ground for the Tjppor Fraction in the 
Velvet mines group. The statement 
nllegod to bo porjurwl \ti ns follows: 

"That to the best of my knowledge 
and belief the ground comprised witliin 
tho boundaries of the fractional claim 
is unoccupied by any other person as a 
inineral claim; that it is not occupied 
Jjy any buildings or any laud falling 
within Ihe curtilage of any dwelling 
house, or nny orchard, or any land 
under cultivation, or any Indian reserva- 
tion."

General Gaselee Praises Jap- 
anese Troops— Chinese Fiee 
From Capital, 



London, Aug. 15.— (4 a. m.)— The Chi- 
nese minister in Loudon, Sir Chi Oheu 
Lofeng Luh, is quoted as saying that ho 
hoped and believed that peace would bo 
established between Obina and the 
powers within the next six weeks. Yes- 
terday he transmitted to the British 
foreign ofllco another message from the 
British minister in Pokin, Sir Claude 
Macdonald, the contents of which the 
officials hare thus far declined to make 
public. 

Tho Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle says the Gorman government 
has ordered two cruisers to Shanghai, 
and that another is on the way, while 
:i fourth is already there. 

"The German government," he re- 
marks^' " is evidently determined that 
England shall not have a free hand in 
that region." 

The Standard, after expressing tho 
opinion that there is increasing ground 
to hope the ministers will be rescued 
by the arrival of the allies at Pekin to- 
morrow (Thursday), if tho initial rate 
of progress is maintained, goes on to 
deal -\vitli what will follow the rescue, 
and says it may bo taken for granted 
that the policy attributed to tho Wnsli- 
iiigtou cabinet represents tlie absolute 
minimum of tho demands of the com- 
bined jiowers. 

The only news which takes the advance 
upon I'ekin further than Ho Si Wu 
conies from Paris. Tho London morning 
papers contain nothing to confirm the 
French report that the allies are within 
IG miles of I?ekin, although a Chinese 
despatch is printed saying they were 
within 27 milce of tho goal Saturday, 
Confirming the report of the arrival of 
the international forces at Ho Si AVu, 
the Dally Mail correspondent says: "The 
Ohlnese offered little '(^position. OSie ar- 
rival of allies frustrated a determined at- 
tempt to divert tho course of the river. 
The heat is intense, but the health of 
the troops is good." <* 
A St. Petorshurg speclnl stiys tLe latest 
news from Gen. Linevitch, conunanding 
the Busisan troops in tho province of 
Po Che Ll, is -that the allies, after the 
capture of Yang Tsun, took one day's 
rest and then on August 7 the advance 
guard was formed, consisting of one Si- 
berian regiment, oae regiment of Oos-

London'. . Aug. 1-1. — The British goverii- 
nieiit to'-ibiy received from Cliee Viio, 
under date of August j 1, Gen. Gaselei^'s 
lirief. desiKileh descriliin^ the capture of 
Pie Tsaiig and Yang 1'siin. He says tho 
,Tapani>si- dislodged the ciiein.v from Pei 
'J'sailg ill gallant style. Describing the 
fighting at Yang Tsnn, he says: 

"After ascertaining that the eneiii.v 
held tho railway embankment, we formed 
for the attack, with the Americans on oar 
right and the Russians on our extreme 
left. After a rapid advance of nearly 
three miles, during wliich they were un- 
der a hot shell and rille lire, ojir troops 
carried the first line of defence in fine 
style. Wo are now encamped on the 
left bank of the Pol Ho, near the rail- 
way bridge over the Pei Ho. Casualtiee 
about 50 killed." 

Slmnghni, Aug, 13.— The following de- 
spatch has boon received from the Assor 
<.'iated Press correspondent with tho al- 
lies, dated I'oi Ts;uig, August 5, and for- 
warded by mail to Chee Foo and Shang- 
hai: 

"Tho glory of to-day's figliting belongs 
to the .fapancse. They did all the hardest 
fighting. Tlie • Americans wore in re- 
serve and had no casualties. The .Tap- 
anoiie, advancing across the plain, had 
no shelter and flanked tho Chinese from 
their strong mud walls and trenches ex- 
tending five miles. The feature of the 
battle was the magnificent Japanese cav- 
alry charge, which resulted in tho cap- 
turVi of 10 field guns. The Chiiieso re- 
treat was orderly and they left but few 
dead on the field. Tlie corre.spoiident of 
tho Associated Pro.sfi counted 200 dead 
or -wounded Japanese. The British loi=8 
was two men killed and a few wounded. 

"The British naval brigade guns and 
two big Russian guns had a duel with 
tho Cliinese guns, which resulted in 
silencing the latter. The Russians found 
the plains east of the city flooded and 
turned the main army west of it, ' . 

"Every vehicle in Tien Tsin is im- 
pressed for thr. transport service of the 
allies, including all tho wagons."

A special dwpatoh from Shanghai, 
dated .\ngust i;;, says niimeroiLS rejiorts 
from Pekin dated August S liave arrived 
there, describing the situation nt the Chi- 
nese capital. It appears the Chinetie are 
again desperately attacking the legation;*, 
which had very few defenders left. It 
is also alleged that Prince Tuan and a 
hundred high olHciala have loft Pekin 
and that the news of the capture of Yang 
Tsuii caused a heavy exodus of the re- 
sidents. Finally, it Is said that the exe- 
cution of Chin Yin Hunu, the Canton- 
ese, who was special ambassador of 
China to Queen Victoria's Jubilee, has 
created widespread terror, and it is be- 
lieved to bo a fact that Yu Lii, the for- 
UH'r viceroy of Chi Li, was also killed in 
battle at Yang Tsun, 

Wa<shingtou, Aug. 14.— A statement has 
been issued by the department of state 
aunouncing that a message from Minister 
Conger has been received but of uncer- 
tain date. It is not a reply to the tele- 
gram sent to hini on August 8. It is slat- 
ed authoritatively that nothing is con- 
laiiieil in th(> Conger de«patch wliicli in- 
dicates that the coiiditiiui of the leg.a- 
tioiiers is worse llian it has been re- 
ixirteil. The despatch is confidential and 
will not he made public. 

The attitude of the United States eoii- 
ceriiing the landing of British troofis at 
Shanghai has been made known to the 
foreign governments through their repre- 
sentatives here, 

Tliis has had the effect of practieally 
eliminating the United States from the 
iiueslion. Neither the I'>ench nor the 
tierman governments is disposed to ac- 
i-ept calmly the landing of British trooins, 
and it is nudorstood that strong repre- 
sentations in elTeet ari' that for every 
British marine landed at Shanghai, 
Franco and Cermany also would land a 
marine. It is felt moreover that the is- 
sue inviilvi'd relates not only to Shang- 
hai, but virlnally Id t!;e control tlie 
entire Vang Tsc Kiang valley, known as 
I ho paradise of China. Foreign goverii- 
inenis have innnifested a desire also to 
learn the views of the Uniteil States con- 
cerning tile instructions of Kn.ssia to her 
iiiini-ster at I'ekiii, M. de Cicrs. In re- 
siioiise to eiii|niries here it has been made 
known that this governnieiit looks ujioii 
the course of Russia as substantially the 
same a.s that of the Fnited Slatcti, and

j ,\t the close of the ollieial day at the 
! state deiiarlnieiit the following aii- 
; nouneement was bulletined: 
I "The state depar\meiit annoniiees 
! that a message from Minister Conger 
has booii received, but of uncertain 
! date, and not in reply to the telegram 
sent to bim on August 8. It will not 
I bo made public." 

Minister Conger's message was ro- 
I ceivcd in Washington shortly before 
noon, coming tirst to the Chinese lega- 
tion by the usual route, through Chinese 
officials. It was in cipher, without 
date, and signed with the minister's 
I name. It was transmitted to the .state 
I department, and conferences began be- 
1 tweou Acting Secretar.v Adee and See- 
I retary Root. Througliout llio after- 
noon, however, the state deiiartmeiil 
maintained an unaccountalde reticence 
concerning the subject, declining to ad- 
niit that the message was in hand. The 
j suspense was cleared up at 4 o'clock 
' by the above announcement. It' was 
stated authoritatively that while the 
I message was of a confidential cliaracter, 
and for that reason would not be givn 
i out. yet as a means of allaying jiossihle 
misinterprelalion. it could lie said lhal 
the despatch showed neither a better 
condition nor a worse condition on the 
part of the legations at Pekin. It did 
not indicate wliether Minister Conger 
has or has not received any messages 
from this government. Nothing was 
communicated in the message w!ii<di will 
cause any eliang(> in the instructions to 
Con. Chaflee. Throughout the day 
word was aftxioiisly awaited from (!en. 
Chaffee as to the developments of the 
military situalioii near Pekin, but not a 
word came, nor did .\ilniir:il Reniey 
semi anything on the situation. 

It was staled to-day by an ollU-ial 
who had lived at Pekin that nothing 
short of the heaviest artillery conld 
make an.v impression upon the walls of 
the Imperial city. He said light ar- 
tiller.v would be of no avail, and for this 
reason the advance of a Hying coliiiiiii 
even up to the walls of the city would 
he of little use If n stubborn (lefc^nce 
were detennined upon. The walls are 
some 50 feet high, and wide enough on 
top for two coaches to pasa abreast. 
From one offensive standpoint the walls 
afford opportunity for planting guns, 
while from a defensive standpoint they 
could not be breached except by the 
use of very heavy pr<;jectiles. iVl- 
I hough the situation admits of the pros- 
Iieet of an assault upon Pekin, govern- 
ment ofilcials were decidedly more hope- 
ful to-day that a solution of the Chinese 
problem would be found without re- 
course to such heroic measures. The 
improved feeling Is based largely on the 
belief that China, realizing that her 
sacred capital is about to bo besieged 
by tlie armies of the world, will yield, 
and that the legatioiJbrs will_ be deliv- 
ered on the terms of the allies,

THE WAIl. 

A dcspntcli of ycstorilaj- said that 
Methiieu was in touch with Dowel's 
i-i'ur Kuard. A few days ago be? wns in 
liis front and Kitchener was in his rear. 
Now both are pursuing him. The wily 
Boer must have managed to dodge. 
There is some confusion of names in the 
despatches, and tlio movomonts as ro 
ported cannot be foUowcnl on tlie maps, 
but as uearly as we cnu make out 
Dcwet has not made much, progress in 
any direction since he crossed the Vnal. 
Me is moving northward and west of 
rocbofstrooni. Ian Hamilton and 
Malion are advancinj; wesitward so as 
to fall upon hl.s left Hank. Mahou's 
uiounted infautrj- ought soon to be co- 
operating -with our pursuing columns. 
The chase is a very hot one, and Dewet 
can hardly hope to hold out much longer, 
lie has handled his force remarkably 
well since he broke through Hunter's 
cordon. Ho is nearly 150 miles from 
his starting point, and has been engaged 
in reau guard fighting all the time, 
when he was not raiding the railway. 

Buller does not appear to have ad- 
vanced beyond Ermelo, but the district 
around that town is quieting down. 
There has been no news for some time 
of the movements of our columns which 
wore operating against Botha. Yester- 
day morning's despatches said that 
Botha's camp ut Delmantluia had suf- 
foroil severely from lire. Dalmanthua 
is a station on the Delagoa Bay railway 
near Machadodorp. The enemy, have 
retired from the latter point and gone 
to Watervalonder in force. This looks 
as if the conteniphited retreat to Lydon- 
burg had been abandoned, for Waterval- 
onder is ca^t of the' road leading to 
Lydenburg. The selection of Barberton 
as the new Trau«yaal capital is another 
indication that Kruger does not jiropose 
to tJike to the mountains. Barberton 
is southeast of Watervalonder about 25 
miles and quite near the Swaziland 
frontier. It is the terminus of a spur 
of the Delagoa Bay railway. In a 
direct line it is GO miles from Portu- 
guese territory.- Tlie driving process 
now in progress eastward 'from Pretoria 
will *^oon force tlie Bocrs'"OUt of the 
Transvaal altogether. 

A question arises as to the. probable 
action Of Swaziland in the event of the 
enemjr crossing the frontier. This 
country is semi-independent, having 
recognized the paraniount>cy of the 
Transvaal in 1S95. The native? Swazi- 
land army numbers about 18,000 men, 
and if they chose to throw in their 
fortunes with the Boers they could 
give a good deal of trouble. It is pos- 
sible that Ivruger coutemplatos aban- 
doning the Transvaal and seeking tem- 
porary refuge in Swaziland. 



A "WISE POLICY. 



Tlie firmne.sH of t!ie gnvcrnnicut in the 
matter of railway.s to the Yukon will 
meet with very general approval. Natur- 
ally the pronH)ter.s of compunies, -,vhich 
.■lini to make a connection witli Bteam- 
.ship navigation at pointK in pcJeecssion of 
the United StatttJ, will feel aggrieved at 
the decihion. But the policy can 
be easily supported hy argumen'.e. We 
do not intend to repeat theee, but only to 
say that the action of the government 
may be fairly under«tood to indicate a 
determinatiou to enter actively upon the 
development of a policy, whidi will se- 
^curo at the earliest possible dijy the con- 
struction of a railway from a British 
Columbia iwrt to the Yukon -waterB. 

Wo feel safe in nseuraing that Mr. 
Dunsmuir has in mind the formulation of 
a plan, whereby the northern portion of 
British Columbia will be developed, and 
tilie trade of the Yukon valley 
will be br(Hi;,'ht to Britif^li Cohinibia 
cities. Such a co\ir,se will call forth the

heartiest expression of approval through- 
out the province. In order to make it 
a success there mu8t'be^Tinit£i3 'action on 
the part of all provincial interests. We 
believe that this unfoa will he in evi- 
dence and that the policy- of the govern- 
ment will bo a great success. 



THE ELECTIONS. 

Inquiry among those Liberals, who 
may be presumed to be in tlie secrets 
of the government, discloses the? fact 
that they all appear to expect the fed- 
eral elections to be brought on in Octo- 
ber. No official announcement, nor 
anything that can he called even semi- 
oUicial, has been made on the subject. 
As we have already pointed out, tliei-e 
are excellent reasons wliy, in the inter- 
ests of the West, the elections should 
not be brought on before the rcdistrib\i- 
tiou after the census; but we have seen 
nothing to indicate that a desire to do 
juHtice to the West inspires the Laurier 
administration. Hence we dismiss any 
hope that this confllderation will affect 
the date of the elections, which will un- 
doubtedly be fixed according to what 
seems best in the interest of the govern- 
ment. Neither do we anticipate that 
any longer notice of the government's 
intention will be given than is abso- 
lutly necessary. If an opinion can be 
formed from the editorials in the East- 
ern papers siipporting the government, 
we should say that they are preparing 
for a very early appeal to the people; 
but they did the same thing a year ago, 
and yet no elections were held. On 
the whole, however, we are inclined to 
think that the hout^o will be dissolved 
before aaotber session, l)ut it is pre- 
mature to say u-iiiiin a month or so 
what the date of the elect ions will be. 

The people' of British Columbia have 
a very serious responsibility resting 
upon them in view of the certainty that 
many months at most cannot pass be- 
fore they will have to elect representa- 
tives to the Ilout^e of. Commons. In 
ISiJIi they selected four Liberals and 
two Conservatives. ■ Iionce during the 
present parliament they ought to have 
been in a jiosition to secure the ear of 
the government. Have they done soV 
No one can honestly say that they have. 
Voices have been raised in parliament 
demanding that British Columbia shall 
demand fair treiitmont, but whose were 
they? Senator Macdonald's and Licut.- 
Col. Prior's. The Liberal members 
have remained silent in their seats, and 
have never urged upon the government 
the consideration of the just claims of 
the province. It is true that at the 
hist session the appropriations to tl«s 
province were larger than usual, Init 
there is no evidence that a word was 
spoken by a Liberal member to secure 
this. , Certiunly nothing was said in 
parliament by them. The presumption 
iri that it was forced from the govern- 
ment by the irrceistible claims for better 
treatment made out by Senator Mac- 
donald two years ago and by Col. Prior 
this year. If certain represcntotivcs 
demand better treatment for their 
Iirovince and it is accorded, and all the 
others are silent, it is right to attribute 
the result to the men who urged the 
claim. In Messrs. I'rior and Earle the 
city of Victoria has bad representatives 
of standing and inlluence, men who 
have made their presence felt in parlia- 
ment. They have been energetic in 
pressing upon the consideration of the 
government everything which their con- 
stituents asked, and although they were 
in upposiLion, and Col. Prior was one of 
the most prominent and aggressive 
members of the opposition, they were 
not without inlluence with the govern- 
ment. The people of Victoria have no 
reason to complain of the manner in 
which their interests were cared fur at 
Ottawa by the geutloiueu whom they 
elected in 1S9U. 

So much for the past. What for the 
future? We have no hesitation in say- 
uig' that if Messrs. Prior and Earle 
again offer for the suffrages of the Vic- 
toria el<H!toi-att', they ought to receive 
hearty support. They deserve it be- 
cause they have done their duty in the 
past, fearlessly and well. They deserve 
it because in the event of a change of 
ministry, Victoria, if it elects these 
gentlemen, will be sure of cabinet repre- 
sentation. They deserre it because 
they stand for those political principles 
which have made Canada prosperous. 
In due time the desire of these gentle- 
men on the subject of re-uomination 
will be maile known, and the wishes of 
the Conservative party in that regard 
will bo decided. I'oiuling this it is not 
necessary to say anything further on 
this point than that in its present mem- 
bership at Ottawa \'ictoria has repre- 
sentatives who have dincliarged their 
ihity faithfiilly and well, who have 
gained the re.spe<:t and esteem of politi- 
cal friends and opponents, and who, if 
again chosen to the * seats they now 
occupy, can be relied upon to bring to 
bear upon the discharge of their duties 
an experience ripened by long famili.'u-- 
ity with public affairs, and a feeling 
of unquestioned loyalty to British Col- 
umbia„in which they have each so largo 
an interest. 



MR. CURTIS' AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Ourtifi seclsa to introduce into cer- 
tain railway charters a provision giving 
the government power, on one year's no- 
tice, to purchase all the company's pro- 
perty rights arid franchises at the fair 
market value of ite corporeal- property, 
with gncli n bonus, not exceeding ten per 
cent., in the discretion of the government. 
We think Mr. :McPhillipfl was right 
when, he said that no railway project 
could be' financed 'Tincl^;.'snph conditione. 
Thci'e'<mtf[.i)e%o reasonafele objection to 
the insiBrtion of a daiifie in railway char- 



ters providing for the acquisition of rail- 
ways by the government. But when a 
provision i8,fl^iried!itoBglit:.tOjbQ.a.:reo8- 
enable one Mr. Hunter pointed but that 

the clause proposed by Mr. Curtis was in- 
doliulte and objectionable because it did 
not provide for any means of arriving at 
f!io value of tile property. Let us look 
at the matter in an unprejudiced way. A 
company constructs nnd equips a railway 
at a. cost of, say, ?30,000 a mile. In ten 
years' time the rails are growing old, the 
ties are wea-^.'nc; o\it, the bridges are bo- 
ginning to show signs of wear, the equip- 
ment is not worth what it was when it 
was bought; but the line, as a commercial 
undertaking, may bo worth live times a.s 
much a'-, it was at the beginning. In 
other words, the government says to the 
company: '•(Jo on and build your rail- 
way, and develop the husinc6H, aud when 
you have got it on a nicely paying basis, 
we will compel you to sell out to us at 
tlie vnTiie of your worn-out equipment 
and right o' way." A ejauae might be 
devise'.!, ■^s'liieh would meet what is roas- 
ona^^e in .n mailer Ct this Idiid, but Mr, 
Curiifi did not succpi d in 'framing one.

The lamp post 
Is oniitted," than we would it he bad 
used the objective case of the pronoun. 
The truth of the matter is that grammar 
is a humbug, just as spelling is. It wat 
Artemus Ward who protested that bi 
"bad no use for a man who was so blam 
ed prejudiced that he always spelt i! 
word the same way." No well-regulated 
typewriter (the machine, not the girl 
meant) is tied by hide-bound precedent in 
this regard, and will spell just as it likes, 
and the linotype machine is developing a 
spirit of independence along the same 
lines. In MSS. of the early part of the 
last century there is a delicious freedom 
as to grammar and spelling that is as re- 
freshing to the soul as a breeze ir^iw. the 
sea. The English-speaking world would 
liave TumaintHl in the same happy fre 
doin MS our ancestors were two centuries 
ago, if it had not occurred to sonii 
about one hundred aud lifty years ago 
that be bad a heaven-born mission 
compile a dictionary. What the world 
'has suffered through his misguided zeal 
will never be known. Grammar is just 
as bad. Some fellow laid down the rul 
thiit: "The verb 'to be' takes the same 
case after it as it docs before it." The 
statement is a bald libel ou the useful lit 
tie verb, Loiij;*^ before anybody ever 
thought of making,- such a rale, people 
said, "It's me," and lived long and died 
bappilj'. AVhy did not the fellow mak 
lot of other rules, which would have boon 
just about as correct? A poet of more 
lei-:s fame has asked: 

" 'Tis said that the plural of ox is oxen; 
Then why is the plural of fox not 
foxeu?" 

And, when you come to think of it, why 
not? The same poet, after giving a lot 

of other examples eijually inexplicable, 
concludes by saying: 

"All th<'se go to show that grammar a 

farce is, 

For what is the plural of mm and 

mulat-'ses?" 

With tills unanswerable conundrum w 
take leave of this perplexing subject, 
1 1f all the copies of "May" ond all th 
Rult« and Orders were lost, tlie busiiuvs

Mr, Curtis asks the house 
to <leel;i:-c in favor of the enfm-cenu'ut of 
a law. lias it come to this that the 
house mnst be asked to make such a de- 
claration?

His wife is still aiivo, 
fcsons and daughters have been born to 
them. The youngest son, Li Ching ^L■li, 
fills the post of conlidontial secretary to 
his father. There are three unmarried 
daughters, who are reputed to be pretty. 

Au old Chinese proverb runs; "With 
money you can move even the gods; with- 
out irjoney you cannot move oven a man." 
Lii subscribes to the truth of this adage. 
He has amased riches steadily through- 
out his life, and is now asserted to be not 
merely the wealthieet man in China, but 
the most multiplied millionaire in the 
.world. 

To the European eye Li makes little 
show of his money. When in Pekin bo 
lived in an old rambling Buddhist temple, 
which he hired. The rooms were small 
and dirt.v, the walls most incongruously 
decorated. Here wore photographs of 
the monarclis of Europe; there a cutting 
from an illustrated paper depicted Li on 
a Vw\l to a Belgian factory; beside it a 
scroll, covered with Chinofio characters 
and bearing the sign-mauuni of the Em- 
press, relatiug in flowery prose the singu- 
latk merits and peculiarly high endow- 
ments of Li, Earl of the first rank and 
fienior grand secretary of state. 

The furniture was of the simplest kind; 
there was little of it. The place gener- 
ally was dirty, no kind of sliow or state 
being kept up in the lialls of this great 
plutocrat. Wisely so, for in China to- 
dav it is no more politic to be astenta- 
tiously rich than it was in England iu the 
days of the Plantagenets. 

But though an opulent mandarin does 
not spend taels on tables .and cabinets, 
or on gems and gold, or on pictures and 
wines, he does indulge in silks nf marvoi- 
lous texture and very precious furs. Li's 
furs were among the liiiest in the Yellow 
Empire. Some of them found their way 
to the London market about two years 
ag'o, and the Sjioctalor devoted a long ar- 
ticle to a description of tlicir magnifi- 
cence. \\\ annual tribute of fmv from 
one of the northern provinces of China is 
one of Li's chief .sources of we;iltli. 

The mere fact of wealth gives I.ii Hung 
Chang iaimcnso weight in the eyes of his 
countr.vmen. Ho supports thousands of 
poor relatives and others dependent on 
him, for in the East it is the duty ot 
Dives to provide for the poor of his fam- 
ily chin or caste. 

Li is styled the viceroy of the viceroys, 
for he has behind liim an influential fol- 
Jowing of leading mandarins and gover- 
nors of provinces. He eiinipped and paid 
for his own European-<lrilled army of 
40,000 men in the province of Cliilili, and 
it has been said that ho was raising an 
eren Jarger army around Canton. 

This powerful satrap is not only in the 
■closest touch with .all that goes on 
throughout the Chinese Empire, but ho 
keeps himself well posterl in the current 
news of the world. Ho reads Ecuter'a 
telegtame daily. Ho has an American 
•6ecrctar.v, Mr. Pethick, whose-duty it is 
to translate to him every evening ex- 
tracts from the leading Bnglifih and Am- 
erican papers. If all goes #ell with Li, 
in ahout eight weeks i'rom now he will in 
all probability bo listening to a GhinesQ 
translation of this very article. 

His career has not been an uneliequer- 
■od one. Thrice ho has been disini.ssed. 
and retired into private life. He was 
blamed, perliai)s justly blamed, for his 
country's disastrous defeat by .Tapan. 
Then he wont to Shinionoseki "to negoti- 
ate the terms of peace. When there he 
w.ts attacked by a fanatical Jap, who 
discharged a ri'voiver point-blank in his 
f.ioo. The bullet entered into, tho left 
■eye, and has never been extracted. Ear- 
ly in this year an attempt was made to 
ipoison Li, but it Wiled. 



Li Hung Chang neariy suffered death 
at tho hands of General Gordon. 'I'iie 
story is worth telling, because it portrays 
au ingrained spirit of treachery, which no 
doubt still lurks in his nature. 

When the head ot the Taiplng rebellion 
had been practically broken and the 
chiefs of the rebel army wern making a 
hiiai stand in the city of Soochow, Gen- 
eral Gordon got Li iHung Chang to con- 
sent to pardon the leaders on condition 
that the city would surrender uncondi- 
tionally. The terms wore nanieil, the 
city capitulated, but what was Gordon's 
surpri.se to find on tho following morning 
that Li Hung Chang hail invited the 
leaders to his tent, and, while they wore 
partaking of his hosi)itality, had barbar- 
ously nia.-^sacrfil iheiii. Goriion's fury 
knew no bounds. 

The deceived general followed Li Hung 
riiaiig with a loaded revolver along the 
city walls, and llie Chinese coniniander 
(vicajied being shot by taking shelter in 
the hon,-e of a frieml. The subseiiiicnt 
friendship (twenty years afterwards) 
which snlisisieil betwei'ii the two has al- 
ways been an enigma to the friends of 
fiordon, i'.iid can lie accounted for only 
by Cordon'.s deep religiousness and his 
ilesire to forgive. 

Some two years ago, Mr. Arnot lleid, 
a Singapori' journalist, bad an interview 
with the viceroy cjf viceroys. The im- 
I)n'ssiiin left on hliii was that Li was a 
veleran who lagged saperlluous on the 
stage. .\t the same time Li showed him- 
self ti> be most tenacious of power, (irmly 
believing that his life's task was iwt com- 
pleled. 

The European consuls of Oanton hav(> 
wished liini f;ood luck on his journey to 
the bluod-«tnined capital. Li has no de- 
lusions about tho full ability of I'hirope 
to raze PekJn to the ground, given time. 
He also understands the jealousies of the 
powers. Many things would be more im- 
pi\ssible than i'or the Manchu dynasty to

Writing from Pretoria on ,Tuno 11, a 
correspondent with the Canadian Mount- 
ed llilles says: 

The thing that strikes everybody is how- 
lightly our late enemy takes tiie situation. 
Every day since tho British appeared 
over the hills that hem in tho town the 
office of Major Poor the provost mar 
shal, has been bceieged by burghers giving 
up their rifles and bandolieis, and getting 
pafisee permitting them to return to their 
farms. It has been a slow process. Men 
have waited through the hours of one day 
and well into the next before securing 
their intervieTV, Then, when thoy have 
obtained the precious piece of paper, they 
have gone off joyfully — to join the enemy 
in the tiehl, some say. It is pointed out 
that the vast majority of weapons given 
ui> are Martinis— tlie more valued Mauser 
is retained. The authorities <lo not si em 
to be worried about that. They trust to 
liritisli .successes to keep tho surrondered 
men true to their oaths, aud they hare no 
ilouht that these will continue to occur 
to put a dampencr on longings for a ru- 
turu to the e.'ihilaratiiig kopjes. The 
streets of the town are full of husky 
yimng Booi-s, whom it is bettor to have 
here than out at the front peppering our 
trooiis. Tliat is how the Boer cause is 
l)l<!eding to death. Every farm we leave 
behind in our coniiuoring wake means a 
iiKiu or two withdrawn from the federal 
ranks. Every town occupie<l depleli'S 
them by the hundreds — yea, by the thou- 
sands. 

The eftocts of tho conllict are to bo 
en un all hands. Woiucu in mourning 
ve a sombre hue to the streets. Ami- 
ss or legless men are painfully in evi- 
dence, -wliih: othei-s who have at least 
saved their limbs hobble aiioiit on crutch- 
is. The women take full advantage: of 
tho privileges of their se.\: by Ihuintini; 
the Tran.svaal colors in oiir I'.'ices, and 
show their hostility to Toinniy in various 
ways No Engli6h-.speaking iiian need be 
much at n loss in any of the towns of the 
Free State or Transvaal, so general is the 
knowledge of English, bnt the frauloins 
of Pretoria pretend to be wlioUy ignorant 
of it when any khurki warrior ventures 
to ask his way about. Our boys take it 
oil very good-naturedly and, except ou 
the day of battle, regard all show of re- 
sentment with amiifioniont. The foreign 
element, especially the Hollanders, are 
particularly venomous. I ventured into 
the oOlces of the Delagoa Bay railroad to 
make some in(^uiries, and there found a 
Hollander official who was more disposed 
to urge the rights and wrongs of the war 
than to afford me any assistance. Ho 
was specially indignant at a rumor that 
all Hollanders were to be put over the 
border. These geutleinen have had a 
very nice resting place in the Transvaal, 
and thoy are naturally inceneod at being 
driven away trom the flesh-pots.

Vancpuver, Aug. 14.— Tho Vancouver 
Oonservattyes wUl meet on Thursday at 
O'Brien's hall to choose delegates to the 

British Columbia convention to be hold 
ut Now Westminster on August 30. 

At the city council mooting last night 
a resolution was passed to diseoutinuo 
the moiithl.v payini'nts to t!io City and 
Battalion bandn, owing to their failure 
to carry out their agreements. A roRO- 
Itition was also passed that a building 
inspector ho immediately appointed, and 
that lu.' c;irry out tho duties of city 
assessor as well. A rosolutiou to tho 
effect that a subsidy bo offered for a 
northern stoamor line was lost, only 
tho mover and eecondor voting for it. 
Aid. Shaw gave notice that he would 
move at tho next mooting of the council 
that tho Govenior-Oeneral l)e memorial- 
ized on his return from tho North, Uio 
memorial sotting forth tho necessity of 
a branch of tho Imperial mint being 
established iu Vancouver. 

'I'ho secretary of tho Fraiu-r Riror 
Caauors' Association reports that more 
lish were in tho river on Sunday night 
than on any night since the opening of 
the season. Tho boats averaged loO. 
and some boats caught ai< many as -100 
or .">l)(l; on Monday night, however, the 
catch did not average more than .")0 to 
tlie boat. It is thought the salmon will 
run more freely from the presi'nt time 
to the enil of llie season. On Sunila.\' 
nights, of course, the c;itch is expected 
to bo better, for the sockeyes- have Hli 
hours during tin- weidily cessation uf 
fishing ti> accumulate in the river. The 
■isliing in the t!u!f is not good, owing 
to the brightiiest< of Ihe inoimliglit 
nights, the lisli being able to see the nets 
in the water, and tlnis avoid them; llie 
niuildy wati'r of Ihe I'^r.-iser does away 
with this ililllculty. There" are known 
to be large numbers of lish in the (Julf 
at the present time, hut they do not 
come into the river until they are reaii.v 
to spawn, thus thoy sennetimes pl.ay 
around in the (iulf for two weeks be- 
fore making for the spjnvning streams. 

Net-cutting still continues— iu fact it 
has never let u[) — and in the aggregate 
a large nniiiher of nets have iiceii cut. 
A good many nets have been destroyed 
by .stc.-imers. but tliey have lieeii tm-n 
to pieces iu .siicli a way tliat it is easy 
to tell a rteamer-cut net. Most of the 
nets cut have boon slashed deliberately 
with intent, but tho not-cutting and the 
motivca of the vandals are as much a 
mystery as ever.

7, writes to Mr. J. R. Anderson, deputy 
minister of agriculture, ns follows: 

" I am in receipt of your letters of 
July ;50 and 31, us well as the h-atlet 
emergency bulletins which you have 
issued. I must congratulate you most 
heartily on the exeollout work which 
you have done in helping tlio tanners of 
British Columbia to meet this outbreak. 
In the large box which came by express 
yesterday I found several nearly full- 
grown s;ji'cimens of pieris rapae. and 
one caterpillar wliicli was just chang- 
ing to tho chrysalis. 'i'ho hullorflies 
wliicli came iu your letter of the 'Ust 
are also of this siiecios. Hesides these, 
ou tho same caVibago lenves were some 
caterpillars of the diamond-blacU moth, 
plutella cruciferaniin; but I do not 
think tliat this last species has this 
year done as much liariii in your prov- 
ince as usual. Yon will be pleased to 
hear that nearly all of the cut-worms 
which were in this bo.\ were dead, and 
in their place I found many maggots 
and puparia of, a parasitic lly, which 
had douhtless destroyed them, and 
which will in all prohaliility be as abun- 
dant iu the field, proportionately, as in 
the small consignnient you sent. 1 have 
very little fear that you will have 
another cut-worm plague iie.xt year to 
comiiare in any way with what yon 
have sulTered this season, ns the para- 
sites iire working well and will much 
reduce tlie mimhers. 

" Thei-e is not very nincli use in Mr. 
l''osler's remed.v of wood ashes for tli(> 
cnt-worins; but any .'ip|ilicaliiiii of 
wniiil ashes is valuable for all vegeta- 
tinii. There is no dnuld tli.'it cnl-worms 
of all hinds .'ire great i'annilials when 
food is short. I have seen this exenipli- 
lied very jiiucli lately in the [larcels of 
specimens of peridriiina saiiri.a wliirh 
have come to ine from British Columbia. 
T have no doulit tli.'it tlii'' reports yon 
have received as In llie presence of 
parasites are accurate. 1 mentioned 
this in my letter to you yestel'day. It 
is also siiokcn of in a leller received 
by .Mr. W. A. Daslnvood-. rones, of New 
\\'csl minster, whicli came to hand this 
morning. As yon liaye done so much 
iu this matter of fighting cut-worms, it 
might he well for you to recommond 
that wlien the moths appear, wliicli will 
probably be in two or throe weeks, tliat 
they should bo destroyed by lantorn 
traps. These can ho easily made by 
plai'ing a lielited lantern at night over 
a sliallow tin dish, containing about .".n 
inch or two of wator,.,with a little coal 
oil on tho surface. The motlis will be 
attracted by tho lantorn. nnd after fiv- 
mg against it will fall into the tin disli, 
where tlioy will come into contact with 
the ooal oil, and even should thov 
Rtrucglo out again they will soon.perish, 
a.s tlio oil will quickly rnn over thoir 
bodies nnd RiilTocnto thfm by stoppings 
their breathing porp^. Most of the cut- 
worms sent in your first consignment 
have already turned to chrysalis."

Tlie body 
showed murks of violence, and Indians 
were thought to have perpetrated the 
deed. 

.Nelson and Metcalf were two trappers, 
and -while hunting iu the Ilaiiiis valley 
they bad re[)eatedly been warned by lu- 
diniis that if they did not leave— for the 
Indians regarded" them as trefipassors on 
their hunting gnniuds— thoy would pay 
for their stay with their lives. The men 
were missed several nmnths ago, and it 
was not until the body of Metcalf was 
found, about three weeks ago, that their 
fate waH learned. The Indians had icept 
their word and fulAlled their threats. 

The linding of the liody of Metcalf 
paused search to be made for hie partner, 
with the above result.

It is at least note- 
wortliy that this invasion of Hies should 
coincide with a marked decrease? in th 
number of small birds." — ^Loudon rail 
Mall Gazette.

A PLEA FOR BIRDS. 

They Arc Yaluablo to tlie Country 
Besides Giving Ploasure to tho 
Eye and Ear. 

Tlio following oxcerpt from a letter 
to tho Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
from Mr. E. A. Hown, secretary of tho 
Delta Farmers' Institute, will bo of in- 
terest nt tho pre.seut juncture, and it is 
hoiwd Will bo tlie raotms of bringing 
this subject into tho prorainonco it de- 
serves, nnd help to revive the scheme 
wliich was inaugurated by the Natural 
History Society some time ogo for the 
importutiou of song nnd other useful 
birds, but which, in consequence of the 
ill-udviscd action of some, who should 
have known bettor, hud to i)e dropped 
for. the time being. The money then 
subscribed still remains in the hands of 
the committee, and will si?rvu «s a 
nucleus for a larger fund whenever rlie 
scheme is revived: 

1 am much opposed to putting out 
pnris green on the bran mixture, on ac- 
count of its destruction to all forms of 
animal life. If it could be labelled 'for 
cut-worms only,' it would not bo objec- 
tionable, but birds that come into the 
patches to feed on the worms are .nt- 
tractod by the mixture, and tho conse- 
quences are always fatal. I am oriposed 
to the wanton destniction of small birds 
particularly, bccnusc these hunt out the 
nosts wherein the motli deposits its 
eggs, and destroy them wholesale before 
t hey hatch out. I have" remarked, n nd 
many others have noticed the sann' 
thing, that small birds are unusually 
scarce this year, iind some attribute to 
this tho alarming incieaso in tho cut- 
worms. Whether this is tlie cause or 
not I am not prepared to say, but I 
think it certainly affects it. I was 
uiuch shocked wdien I came here first 
to see farmers employing boys to kill 
the small birds in their orcliards. and 
many hundreds have been destroyed in 
this way. and 1 ,'ini informed that the 
law permits lliis foolish lu'iicliee. 1 
think this is a serious mistake, ami Ihe 
experience of other countries is tli.al 
there is not wisdmn in such a <'niel 
practice. I say let the birds alone, 
lict them havi' a few cherries if they 
want them, for if we destroy them a 
greater calamity will befail ns. I 
would like to enlist your symjial liicvi in 
this cause, Icnnwing that, you linve a 
great de.-il of inlliience with the govern- 
ment. I think we should try to get the 
law changed so as to discourage the kill- 
ing of the little birds. I enclose a clip- 
ping from a newspaper which lias some 
bearing on tlie case." 
l'^>llo\vin;r is the clipping referred to: 
"Tho systoinntic slaughter nf small 
birds. _ and iu particular swallows, is 
engaging tho serious attention of the 
French autliorities. Ever since tho 
vagaries of fashion, by causing n de- 
mand for their iilumage and oven thoir 
bodies, luis set a price on tho lioads of 
tho smaller sm-ts of birds, tliov; hnvo 
been hunted with pitiless zeal. Tliis is 
more especially tho case in tlio south 
of Franco, wliore ovory year, at tho 
time of tlie annual migration, there nre 
p.isitive lietncombs of birds nf passage. 
An extraordinary diminution in tho unm- 
ber of swallows in France is already 
noticoaldo. and in tlie opinion nf natural- 
ists they -will difiapnear altogether if 
the.y cnntinno to iie tlio victims of those 
periodical massacres. Ah thp result of 
the strong ropre.i-entntions made to him 
on the suiijoct, tlio minister of agricul- 
ture has issued a circulnr to tho pre- 
fects, calling en tliom to soo tliat tho 
laws for tho prnteclinn of small Iiirda 
are enforced, and inviting thom to make 
sugfiOBtions on the points on wliich the
